Re >resentative of State Audi- 
tor Arrives in Belleville to 
Investigate Fink’s Build- 
ing and Loan Association. 


Contenting himself with his statements 
of Tuesday that all his creditors would 
be paid, Henry J. Fink, the Belleville 
private banker who has been in seclusion 
at 1476 Stewart place, St. Louis, for 


a week, became inaccessible Wednesday 
when efforts were made io interview 
him about the newest development in his 
tangled affairs. 

This development was that the great- 
est amount of claims,against him prob- 
ably will be in unsecured personal notes, 
aggregating hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. These notes, found by inves- 
tigators going over his papers. he gave 
to clients to cover money they had de- 
posited with him for investment. If 
there is any considerable loss it is feared 
much of it will be on the unsecured 
notes, most of which represent transac- 
tions with numerous smal! investors. 

‘His Fiancee Goes Away. 

At the same time Fink was denying 
himself to callers at the Stewart place 
house, persons who called for Miss 
Amelia Hild, ~"hom he expected to mar- 
ry, at her apartment at 4476A Cook ave- 
nue, were told that she had gone away 
and that she was deeply grieved over 
Fink's troubles. 

A woman at the flat said that she 
had gone to the country. Miss Hild 
suffered great chagrin, according to this 
woman, at a statement of Fink’s that 
he had advanced her personal expenses 
in St. Louis.. 

Although Miss. Hild appears in the 
«tty directory as “widow of Harry," 
Mrs, Ottilfa Hila, Who says she is her 
mother, teid a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at Freeburg, Ill., that her daughter 
never had been married The mother 
said Amelia had lived in St. Louis for 
several years and had been employed as 
a stenographer. 

Mrs. Hild said she first a acquainted 


with Fink at the death of her husband,

12 years ago. She once gave him $1000 
to invest for her, she said, and the in- 
vestment proved profitable... This ac- 
count, she said, has been closed for some 
time. 

Took Interest Money. 

Fink used to drive over from Belle- 
ville on interest days to give her her 
interest money, she said, and in that 
way she and her daughter got weil 
acquainted with him. 

She said she did not know that he 
Gaughter was engaged to Fiak, but 
that she knew Fink often called upon 
Miss Hild in St. Louis. Every two or 


three weeks the daughter would come 


home for a visit, Mrs. aAild said, and 
would tell her bow kind and attentive 
Fink had been. 

The mother describe’ her daughter as 
a tall blonde. The woman who taiked 
to the reporter at Miss Hild’s flat said 
Miss Hild worked at her offics every 
day. Miss Hild had instructed ber, she

The tears and pleadings of 8-year-old

mother, Mrs. Clara Nestle, and aunt, 
Mrs. Minnie Bury of 6339 Michigan ave- 
nue. 

The child clung to her aunt and cried 
bitterly when her father and court of- 
ficials told her she must go with he: 
father in obedience to the court order. 

Mrs. Nestle struck. at Peterson sev- 
eral times and tried to push him away 
when he attempted to take the girl 
from the arms of Mrs. Bury. The aged 
woman became so excited and exhaust- 
ed that she fainted during the struggle 
and was carried out of the courtroom 
before she was revived. 

Peterson’s first wife was a daughter 
of Mrs Nestle, and a sister of Mrs. 
Bury. She died eight years ago, a short 
time after the birth of the child. The 
evidence of the grandmother and aunt 
was that Peterson, after his wife's 
death, turned the baby over to Mrs. 
Nestle agreeing that she might keep 
her as long as she lived, and that her 
control then should go to Mrs. Bury. 

Peterson went West and was married 
three years ago in Seattle. He recently 
returned to St. Louis with his second 
wife and demanded the*Teturn of his 
daughter. After hearing the evidence 
Judge Cave awarded the girl to the 
father, stating that Peterson was now 
able to give her a good home and care. 

After Mrs. Nestle collapsed in the 
courtroom, Peterson accepted the sug- 
gestion of Mrs Bury that she be allow- 
ed to keep the child until Saturday, 
and that by that time-she will try ‘to 
get the consent/ of Mrs. Nestle to give 
up the child. The court order was held 
in abeyance until that time.

Soon after the 
accident it was sald at Maxville that 
a man was seriously injured in the 
accident and had been removed to 4 
hospital. I illo, husband of the injured 
woman, and Mrs; Robertson said on‘y 
the two women were in the machine and 
that no man was hurt.

Thaw remained dazed for possibly 
three minutes after the decision was 
read. The crowd began to leave the 
Judge’s chamber in silence.

As he crossed the threshold E.. Blake 
Robertson, Assistant Superintendent vf 
Immigration, tapped him on the shoul- 
der and placed him officially under ar- 
rest as an undesirable alien. 

The crowd. then surged from 
building and it was announced 
Thaw would be taken immediately 
Coaticook for a hearing. 

Thaw’s lawyers seemed stunned. Spe 
cial officers of the Immigration Depart- 
ment jostled them in the corridors. 

“T’ll see you in Coaticook, boys,’ said 
Thaw, waving his hand to the reporters 
as he was taken from the courtroom 

The Court's action was in line with 
the program made by William _ T. 
Jerome when he arrived here last week 
The decision was in writing and wa3 
read to a limited number of persons 
who were gathered in chambers. <A 
large part of these were lawyers. 

It is understood that the only desire 
of Dominion officials is to deport Thaw 
as soon as possible and let the United 
States officials handle his case.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 3.-—Re- 
ports that the Springfield city water 
supply is being contaminated by the 
city sewage, are causing alarm amorg 
the residents, who have been Warned 
to boil the city water for drinking pur- 
poses and otherwise protect them- 
selves against danger from disease. 

‘Let every citizen see that all water 
for ‘drinking and cooking purposes is 
boiled,” reads a proclamation of Mayor 
George W. Guller, acting upon the 
warning of the State health authort- 
ties, represented by Dr. A. D. Adcock, 
secretary of the State board, and Dr. 
George H. Jones, bacterioicgist, who 
came to Springfield to conduct an in- 
vestigation of the city water. 

“Drink city water and don’t waste 
your time boiling it,” says Dr. Harri- 
son Hale, City Chemist, and Dr. Wal- 
ter M. Cress, City Chemist of Kansas 
City, who are making an analysis of 
the Springfield water. Both chemists 
express fear for the health of resi- 
dents who turn from the city water 
supply, which is filtered by the water 
company, to wells and cisterns, in 
which, they declare, lurk worse germer 
than the city water contains before {i 
passes through the ffitration process. 

The city is waiting on the chemical 
analysis which is being made by Dr. 
Hale, Dr. Cross of Kansas City and Dr. 
Jones of Jefferson City. Steps will be 
taken to provide for additional sources 
of supply. as the use of the city water 
is now practically limited to drinking 
and sanitation. 


WOMAN REVEALS PLOT 
FOR ESCAPE FROM JAIL 


Her Curiosity in Edwardsville 
Visit Discloses) That Two 
Steel Bars Had Been 
Sawed. 

The cur:.: ‘ity of a woman, who was 
visiting the Madison County jail at Ed- 
wardsville with a party Wednesday 
morning, caused the discovery of a care- 
fully-iaid plot to break jail, which had 
reached the point of sawing two steel 
bars.

Reported Lind Will Return. 

Unofficial reports reached Washing- 
ton that Lind, who has been at Vera 
Cruz since the rejection by the Huerta 
Government of the American proposals, 
would return to the United States with- 
in a few days. No confirmation of this 
could be procured at the State Depart- 
ment. Secretary of State Bryan said 
with relation to the report, that he 
knew nothing of such an intention on 
Lind’s part. 

“T had a message from Lind,” said 
the Secretary, “‘but it did not concern 
his movements. As to the Mexican sit- 
mation, it can be said that matters look 
encouraging.”

GARMENT STRIKERS 
; ASK INVESTIGATION 


~ OF FACTORY BLAZE! 


Leader of Women Says Union 
Members Did Not Have Access 
to Rosenheim Building. 


A demand for a thorough investigation 
of the Rosenheim building fire, which 
damaged a number of garment manufa:- 
turing firms last Saturday night, was 
made Wednesday by Miss Josephine Ca- 
sey, leader of the 350 women who are 


| taking part in the strike of 90 garment 


workers. The police and fire authori- 
ties declared the fire was an incendiary 
one. 

‘“The fire started on the fifth floor,’ 
said Miss Casey. “Strikers are not per- 
‘mitted to enter the building, and watch- 
men are on duty to keep them out. 
How, then, could the strikers have had 
any part in this fire, as some of the 
proprietors of the firms have Insin- 
uated?” 

A statement issued by the Joint Board 
of the Cloak and Skirt Makers’ Union, 
and signed by Samuel Glassman, secre- 
tary, says: 

‘‘We hope earnestly that the matter 
will not be quietly passed over with the 
payment of insurance, but that a thor- 
ough investigation will be made.” 


Strikers Are Hopeful — 
While no negotiations for settlement 


are in progress, Miss Casey sa. the out- 
look was more hopeful. She said the 
bosses were maxing a last effort to get 
the strikers to desert their comrades 
and return, but that tify have won only 
two girls, while a number of the girls 
who stayed with the firms at first have 
deserted them and joined the strike. 
‘Men who have come from other cities 
to take strikers’ places have returned, 
Miss Casey says. When a party of them 
departed a few days ago the girl strik- 
ers went to the train to make sure that 
they were leaving. Miss Casey says the 
firms have also discharged some of their 
private detectives and special watch- 
men. 


The Deposit System. 
To show the workings of the deposit 


system, Miss Casey exhibited to a re- 
porter a signed contract, which she 
said was similar to many which the 
men have to sign. The men, she. said, 
are required to deposit $25 to $100 to 
get their jobs, and some of the firms, 
she said, pay no interest. 

The document read: 

“St. Loufs, Mo., June 20, 1913. It is 
hereby agreed between Joe Rubin and 
the firm of Greenberg & Steinhauer 
that the said Joe Rubin to have the 
contract for all the skirts made by the 
above firm at the rate of 42 1-2 cents 
each, and that he shall get al) the 
skirts out in time, also in the dull 
seasoh, if we have a job of skirts, the 
two parties above mentioned can agree 
on the price. 

“Also that the firm have permission 
to employ one help on skirts and asa 
security for -above Joe Rubin has de- 
with the above firm $100 as 
suarantee to do good work and have 
work out in time, also that he shall 
not leave during the busy season. 

“The above contract is for one year 
from July 1, 1913, to July 1, 1914. Above 
Joe Rubin to start to work immedi- 
ately wher requested by the dbove 
firm.

‘T'nder that contract,” said Miss 
Casey, “the firm is entitled to keep 
Joe Rubin’s money after the busy 
season is over, and when he needs 
the money most, but is not required 
to furnish him employment during 
that time, or to pay him the scale 
price for what work he does.

FIGHT, ANOTHER IS 
AMBUSHED ASHORE 


Fieldon (Ill.) Man Hit by-Bullet 
Aimed by Chum in a Yacht 
at His Companion. 


Two men were shot, one perhaps fa- 
tally, Tuesday evening in a fight after a 
Squirrel dinner at the Glade Hunting 
and Fishing Club of Jersey County, U1, 
on the Illinois River, 10 miles north of 
Piasa Chautauqua. Several shots were 
exchanged between the occupants of two 
boats when the men were rowing toward 
the camp on the river, injuring one, 
and one man was shot from ambush 
after the party reached the shore.

Injured Men Were Chums. 

The injured men were chums, and 
were in a party of Alton and Jersey- 
fille men who went to the hunting 
\ainp-Saturday to spend several days. 
Charles Powers of Jerseyville and Kain 
quarreled at the close of the dinner, 
a1 mile from the camp, and were sepa- 
rated by others, 

Powers and Morrison started back to 
the camp in Powers’ boat, 
lowed in his yacht. When floating down 
the stream, Morrison asked Rain <o 
take him in his yacht to camp and 
asked him to draw alongside the Powers 
boat to get him. As the boats came 
close together. Powers struck at Raith 
with an oar, according to witnesses. 

Rain reached back in his boat and .got 
a rifle and fired at Powers, witnesses 
say. Powers hurriedly steered his boat 
toward the shore, and Rain fired seven 
shots’ at Powers before thB8 craft 
touched land, one of the bullets striking 
Morrison in the left side. 

The three men jumped from the 
boats and started to walk to the cambd. 
Two shots were fired from a clump of 
and Rain fell, pierced by 
buckshot.

August B. Miller. engineer of the 
White Mountain Express, was called to 
tell more of the circumstances under 
which his train crashed into the stand- 
ing. Bar Harbor Flyer; Elbert A. Rob- 
ertson, his fireman; Bruce B. Adams, 
conductor of the Bar Harbor\train, and! 
Charles Henry Murray, the flagman sent 
back to prevent a rear-end collision, 
were ordered to submit to long cross- 
examination.

Put Torpedoes on Rall. 

Running back through the heavy fog, 
Murray heard the oncoming White 
Mountain Express and placed two tor- 
pedoes on the rail. The red light of the 
banjo signal and the rear end of ths 
standing train took form in the mist 
before the eyes of Engineer Miller of 
the White Mountain Express at the 
same moment he ran over the torpedoes. 
Miller was then 450 feet from the stand- 
ing train and was running nearly 4 
miles an hour. 

The body of Miss Marvin of Louis- 
ville, on which was found much jewel- 
ry, was identified during the nignt. A 
fellow passenger in the Marvin party 
was Harry Arvner of New York. He 
is at the hospital with a broken arm. 

The hospital reports on the 17 injured 
were encouraging this morning, except 
in the case of Miss Jeane Annette of 
Bayonne, N. J., who was on the op- 
erating table this morning.

Diggs Blamed for Elopement— 
. Case Probably Will Be Given 
to Jury Friday.

DEFENSE NEARING CLOSE 


Efforts of Cross-Examiner to 
Shake Norris Girl’s 
Story Fail. 


By Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—In clos- 


ing its case under the Mann act against 
F. Drew Caminetti, the Government 
today introduced testimony given by 
Caminetti to Assistant District Attorn- 
ey Atkinson of Sacramento County, on 
the way back from Reno, after the 
arrest. W. E. Doan, a court reporter, 
read from his notes: , 

“Did you tell Lola Norris that you'd 
marry her?’ Atkinson asked. 

‘I believe I did,’’ Caminetti had an- 
swered. 

“Did you make the promise in good 
faith?” 

“I did.’’ 

‘Did you intend to leave your wife 
and children and marry her?” 

“Et dia.” 

Asked about an interview in a Sac- 
ramento newspaper in which Caminett! 
was quoted as saying he intended to 
marry Miss Norris,. Caminetti admitted 
he had said substantially that. 

The defense then began today its task 
of attempting to clear Caminetti of the 
charge of having transported Miss Nor- 
ris from Sacramento to Reno, Nev., for 
immoral purposes. It sought to lay all 
responsibility on the shoulders of Maury 
I. Diggs, who has been characterized 
as the leader of the party, and who has 
been convicted of having violated the 
Mann act by taking Marsha Warrington 
on the journey. ) 

When Diggs was on trial, it was on 
the Warrington girl that his attorneys 
tried to place the burden, Caminetti, 
however, announced before his trial be- 
gan that he would not pursue a similar 
course with Miss Norris; that he would 
make no effort to contradict her story 
of their relations. 

Throughout Miss Norris’ erdeal on the 
witness stand yesterday she gave no 
hint of resentment toward the man 
who she said had -accotnplished her 
downfall. She dénied that she still 
cared for him, but her testimony indi- 
cated no desire for any reprisal. She 
even admitted she had made this state- 
ment to a friend: “I do not see how 
any testimony I cuuld give could hurt 
Drew, for he never did anything I asked 
him not to do or that I did not want 
him to do.” 

Defense to Rest Tomerrow. 


Diggs’ leadership in the escapade to 
make it clear that Caminetti was mere- 
ly a passive figure in the incidents and 
discussions that led up to the trip. , 

It is expected the defense will rest 
its case tomorrow and that Caminetti’s 
fate will rest with the jury by Friday 
evening. 

Marsha Warrington and Lola Norris 
were the chief figures yesterday. Miss 
Warrington resolutely reaffirmed the 
responsibility of Diggs for her down- 
fall. Champagne had been served in 
Diges' offices. ‘I guess,’’: she said, 
shamefacedly, “I was intoxicated.’’ 

Caminetti’s wife and mother listened 
to her closely, while Caminetti coached 
his lawyers in snaring questions. Diggs 
was present during the session. 

So far as the wife’s face showed, the 
testimony left her unstirred. There was 
no play of emotion as she heard Lola 
Norris, who stole her husband, tell how 
he had pressed his love on her, prom- 
ising to marry her when he had ob- 
tained a divorce. 

“I introduced Mr. Caminetti to fay 
people,’’ she testified, ‘under a false 
name, because I didn’t want them ‘o 
know—I didn’t think it the proper thing 
to go out with a married man.”’ 

“Then why did you continue to «go 
with Caminetti?’’ 

“Well, I knew {it was not proper, 
and if they had been living properly 
it might. have made-a difference. I did 
not feel that I was doing her (Mra. 
Caminetti) so much of an injustice, as 
he told me they were going to be sep- 
arated.”’ 

Robert Devlin, for the defense, in 
cross-examining Miss Harris dwelt on 
the return trip from Reno. 

“Didn't you tell District Attorney At- 
kinson that you and Miss Warrington 
had occupied the same berth on the 
way to Reno?’ 

“Yes.”’ 

“Why did you try to protect Drew 
Caminetti then?’ . 

“I would not believe what they told 
me about Drew’s decelving—not until 
later.”’ 

“Were you still in love with him 
then?” 

“*Yes.””

Diggs Blamed for Elopement— 
Case Probably Will Be Given 
to Jury Friday.

NEARING CLOSE 


DEFENSE 


Efforts of Cross-Examiner to 
Shake Norris Girl’s 
Story Fail. 


MBAN FRANCISEO, Sept. 3—In clos- 
ing its case under the Mann act against 
F. Drew Caminetti, the Government 
today introduced testimony given by 
Caminetti to Assistant District Attorn- 
ey Atkinson of Sacramento County, on 
the way back from Reno, after the 
arrest. W. E. Doan, a court reporter, 
read from his notes: 

“Did you tell Lola Norris that you'd 
marry her?’ Atkinson asked. 

‘I believe I did,’’ Caminetti had an- 
swered. 

“Did you make the promise in good 
faith?” 

ae an? 

“Did you intend to leave your wife 
and children and marry her?” 

ce @e:” 

Asked about an interview in a Sac- 
ramento newspaper in which Caminett! 
Was quoted as saying he intended to 
marry Miss Norris, Caminetti admitted 
he had said substantially that. 

The defense then began today its task 
of attempting to clear Caminetti of the 
charge of having transported Miss Nor- 
ris from Sacramento to Reno, Nev., for 
immoral purposes. It sought to lay all 
responsibility on the shoulders of Maury 
I. Diggs, who has been characterized 
as the leader of the party, and who has 
been convicted of having violated the 
Mann act by taking Marsha Warrington 
on the journey. 

When Diggs .was on trial, it was on 
the Warrington girl that his attorneys 
tried to place the burden. Caminetti, 
however, announced before his trial be- 
gan that he would not pursue a similar 
course with Miss Norris; that he would 
make no effort to contradict her story 
of their relations. 

Throughout Miss Norris’ ordeal on the 

witness stand yesterday she gave no 
hint of resentment toward the man 
who she said had accotnplished her 
She denied that she still 
cared for him, but her testimony indi- 
cated no desire for any reprisal. She 
even admitted she had made this state- 
ment to a friend: “I do not see how 
any testimony I cuuld give could hurt 
Drew, for he never did anything I asked 
him not to do or that I did not want 
him to do.” 
™) Defeuse to Rest Tomerrow, 
* The defense today tried to emphasize 
Diggs’ leadership in the escapade to 
make it clear that Caminetti was mere- 
ly a passive figure in the incidents and 
discussions that led up to the trip. 

It is expected the defense will rest 
its case tomorrow and that Caminetti’s 
fate will rest with the jury by Friday 
evening. 

Marsha Warrington and Lola Norris 
were the chief figures yesterday. Miss 
Warrington resolutely reaffirmed the 
responsibility of Diggs for her down- 
fall. Champagne had been served in 
Diges’ offices. “I guess,’’ she said, 
shamefacedly, ‘I was intoxicated.’’ 

Caminetti’s wife and mother listened 
to her closely, while Caminetti coached 
his lawyers in snaring questions. Diggs 
was present during the session. 

So far as the wife’s face showed, the 
testimony left her. unstirred. There was 
no play of emotion as she heard Lola 
Norris, who stole her husband, tell how 
le had pressed his love on her, prom- 
ising to marry her when he had ob- 
tained a divorce. 

“I introduced Mr. Caminetti to fry 
people,’’ she testified, “under a false 
name, because I didn’t want them ‘¢o’ 
know-—I didn’t think it the proper thing 
to go out with a married man.” 

“Then why did you continue to «o 
with Caminetti?’’ 

“Well, I knew it was not proper, 
and if they had been living properly 
it might. have made a difference. I did 
not feel that I was doing her (Mrs. 
Caminetti) so much of an injustice, as 
he told me they were going to be sep- 
arated.”’

INSPITE OF HEAT 


Enroliment Shows 3424 Pupils 
Over Opening Day, 1912, 
With Total of 60,504. 


Enroliment of pupils in,the public 
schools, Wednesday, the second day of 
the school year, was retarded by the 
heat, the temperature reaching the 90-de- 
gree limit at 10 a. m. In most of the 
schools, class room ‘work was at- 
tempted. 

In spite of the heat, Tuesday's en- 
rollment showed an increase. in the 120 
schools which were opened, of $424 pu- 
This 
was a 6 per cent increase for the 12 
schools, which last year had 57,080 pupils 
on opening day and this year had 60,504. 
The comparison does not include pupils 
under 6 years of age, whom the law 
now permits the principals to admit. 

The 17 schools which, because of fire- 
proofing repair work, will not open be- 
fore next Monday, had last year an 
opening day enrollment of 11,846, and a 6 
per cent increase would give them 12,577, 
making the = increase for this year 
4135. 

The gain which Supt. Blewett thought 
most notable was an increase from 5077 
to 5488 in the total enrollment of the five 
high schools and the Harris Teachers’ 
ColYege. This is an 8 per cent increase, 
and the superintendent said he could not 
tell, at the first survey of the figures, 
exactly what the gain signified, but that 
it would seem that more grammar echoo! 
graduates are’ continuing their studies 
‘han heretofore. The McKinley (South 
Side) High School made the greatest 
gain, registering an increase of more 
than 16 per cent. Its opening day record 
last year was 1067, and this year 1241. 

The night schools will open Oct. 6. 
These include 3 high schools and 13 ele- 
mentary schools, one of the former and 
three of the latter being for negroes.

After all, the action of this special commission 
would have to be passed upon by the Municipal 
Assembly and thé Mayor assisted by Mr. Kinsey. 

The Post-Dispatch’s suggestion of a commis- 
sion was based upon the apparent deadlock exist- 
ing in the city government. Its purpose was to 
harmonize differences between the authorities 
and point out an acceptable solution of the prob- 
lem—a solution which would satisfy public 
opinion and assure the voting of the bridge 
bondg. 

Only a commission of experts not connected 
with the municipal government could do this. 

The Mayor names the City Counselor for the 
commission. But the City Counselor has decided 
that the Reber approach has been legally select- 
ed and that the city has exhausted its power 
to condemn land for an approach. He believes 
the city is bound to the Reber approach. 

What does the Mayor think of the City Coun- 
selor’s opinion? Ig it right or is it wrong? Does 
he intend to abide by it or does he intend to 
ignore it? 

Can the city legally select any other than the 
Reber approach? Would not an attempt to 
change lead to costly and hampering litigation? 

Let us come down to the plane of common 
sense. Is there any reason why the Reber ap 
proach, selected by the city, approved by en- 
gineering experts and representing a large in- 
vestment of city money, should be rejected? It 
meets all the needs of the bridge and\it is ready 
for work. 

The question of Terminal “bottling” has been 
settled by the Supreme Court's decision. 

Let us forget approach controversies and get 
to work on the bridge. Let the bond proposal 
be submitted to the people without further de- 
bate or delay. 

If the official commission will contribute to this 
conclusion we welcome it. It can do good.

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LA PALOMA’S RAGTIME BROOD, 

Mexican rage will not stand any more of our 
rags. The sound of an American rag is like the 
sight of a rag—a red one—to a Castilian bull. 
“Waiting for the Robert EB. Lee” and the other 
Yankee classics that formerly set Mexicans atrot 
are taboo in the cafes of the capital. 

“We do not blame the Mexicans, but we take 
occasion to remind them that they are respon- 
sible for our rags. The ragtime craze in America 
had its origin in the popularity of the Mexican 
‘La Paloma,” sweet symbol of peace! It was 
that same dove which inspired the eagle to emu- 
Fation. We adapted the syncopated rhythm of 
“Ta Paloma” to a thousand melodies—she is the 
veritable mother of the whole ragtime brood. 

The corruption of American music and Amert- 
can taste by the Mexicans constituted a suffi- 
cient casus belli, if we had cared to fight about 
it. It was a crime against civilization the 
enormity of which can never be reckoned. From 
America the epidemic of ragtime spread to Eu- 
‘pe and now the whole so-called civilized world 
is.in its throes. 

Ragtime is the most plausible diagnosis of 

lexico’s troubles in late years. It has had noth-

High-powered, rapid-running locomotives oper- 
ated in connection with antiquated block signals 
and old-fashioned wooden sleeping cars were ele- 
ments in the latest New Haven Railroad horror.

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HISTORY FOR THE WORLD. 
The charge of 45,000. tons of dynamite which 
let the waters of the Pacific into Panama Canal 
on the last day of August made history for the 
world.

SWIMMIN’ HOLES AND CITY POOLS. 

Dr. Starkloff is being criticised for discover- 
ing bacteria in the’ swimming pools. One critic 
says: “No doubt we will need a lot of doctors 
to take charge of these swimming pools in the 
pear future. Those who have been in the water 
without the doctor’s consent will have to be vac- 
- gimated and have their eyes and teeth treated.” 
The writer tells of the swimmin’ hole near the 
little town where he was born. It was about 
150 feet across, and from 25 to 50 lads would 
frequent it almost daily during the summer 
months. The water was renewed only by rains, 
and in the dog days was covered with a green 
scum which had to be pushed aside by the 
bather. 

‘One vital difference between the country swim- 
ming hole and the city pool is that the water in 
the country pond or stream is full of life. .in 
the shape of frogs, sma]jj fish, water weeds and 
infusoria, all of which tend to keep it really 
wholesome, although it may appear stagnant and 
more or less covered with “scum.” This very 
scum is a form of vegetable life. And as life

‘infinitesimal, it is probable that the country 
d is, on the whole, fairly sanitary. But 
jould typhoid germs get into such a pool, no 
sne would be foolish enough to guarantee im- 
munity to bathers in it.

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| MORE WORK FOR THE SCHOOLS. 


BY PRANK i: poutam,

St. Louis has public schools as handsome, as 
perfectly adapted to their use, as completely 
equipped for supplying all needs of growing 
youth, as any in the world. 

Insofar as concerns their application to their 
primary purpose, the public schools of St. Louis 
are properly a source of pride to the citizens of 
St. Louis. 

But the huge and costly physical plant, hous- 
ing the public school system, is not working to 
capacity, It has further potencies of useful- 
ness to its owners, the people of St. Louis, which 
are not realized. There are social needs, in each 
school neighborhood, which the school plant could 
serve, and which it fails to serve. 

Specifically, it is desired that the public school 
buildings, with their baths, playgrounds, audi- 
toriums and other equipment suiting them to 
serve as neighborhood social centers, be opened 
the whole year through for that purpose, without 
cost to the users, other than the share which 
they directly or indirectly pay, in taxation, for 
the maintenance of the school system. 

During two years past the Neighborhood As- 
sociation, from its home at 817 North Nineteenth 
street, has striven to procure the opening of the 
school buildings for this social use. It has con- 
centrated its efforts, chiefly, upon the: Franklin 
School, across the way from the home of the as- 
sociation, Thus far it has not been able to make 
much headway. It has encountered, or so it be: 
lieves, a disposition within the school system to 
resist this further democratizing of the sctiool 
plant. It has been required to pay fees for the 
occasional use of a room in the school by one of 
the neighborhood clubs or societies which it has 
organized. Its plea that citizens desiring to use 
their own property should not be asked to pay 
a second time for the privilege has been met 
with the reply that such use involves certain 
upkeep costs, which the Board of Education is 
unable, or unwilling, to meet out of its own purse. 

In some overcrowded sections of our big cities, 
the wonder is not that so many boys and girls go 
wrong, but that any escape contamination, so 
numerous are the pitfalls of temptation, and so 
almost wholly has the old-time sanctity of the 
home circle been abolished by new conditions. 
The neighborhood around the Franklin School 
is one such, Miss Mary E.. Bulkley, am active 
vice-president of the Neighborhood Association, 
said; 

“In this district almost the only possible di- 
versions of many of the youths, not in attend- 
ance on the schools, are shooting craps up an 
ailey and visiting disorderly houses.” 

The number of such places, tolerated by the 
police, is in that vicinity menacingly large. 
While the school playgrounds and the school 
baths, auditorium and gymnasium stand idle 
during a considerable part of the year, the boys 
of the district clan together in street corner 
gangs, roving up and down the paved ways, with 
the white lights of saloons and the red lights of 
worse places their sole beacons. The nearest 
public playgrounds are at Twenty-third and Di- 
vision one way, and Fourteenth and Carr the 
other. If.a youth from the Nineteenth street 
neighborhood wishes to visit one of these play- 
grounds, he must fight his way past hostile boy 
gangs at every street corner, much as red In- 
dians fought their way through hostile terri- 
tory before the white men came. It is an es- 
tablished fact that a public playground draws its 
users from a maximum distance of four blocks, 
most of them from within two blocks. The Nine- 


imperatively needed to supply the want of a 
public playground right where it stands. Thus 
far it has been withheld, except in very limited 
degree, from the satisfaction of that need. 

Under the guidance of the Neighborhood As- 
sociation, Miss Bulkley says, a club of 80 boys, 
organized to improve their mjnds by conducting 
debates, wished to use a room in the school one 
night each week, without paying the required 
fee out of their small earnings, and were denied 
that’ privilege. A mothers’ club which wished 
to use one small room once each week for an 
hour or two was similarly met with a demand 
for a fee—rental, in plain English—for the so- 
cial occupancy of their own property not other- 
wise employed. The association’s request to be 
allowed use of the school play equipment, at 
stated intervals when not otherwise in service, 
to bring in the children from the streets and 
train them in orderly play, has been likewise 
turned down. The school has a class of this 
character, one day each week during its regular 
session, but the association is aware that this 
single class does not even begin to meet the 
need for such service that exists in the neigh- 


borhood. 

A prominent official of the public school sys- 
tem, who modestly desired that he be not quoted, 
in the absence of the superintendent, assured me 
the schoo] authorities are not hostile to the {dea 
advocated by the Neighborhood Association, but 
are, in fact, in sympathy with it. He said, how- 


luck of funds for the work, but hesitated to go 
into it too rapidly in advance of a ai a te 
public sentiment demanding it. 

Certainly it should not, and for no long time 
will be, possible for St. Louis boys and girls to 
say truthfully that their civic mother neglects 
their vital need to be provided with opportuni- 
ties for clean, healthful, orderly, character-build- 
ing play. 

It is the further settled conviction of men and 
women who have made a thorough study of con- 
ditions in St. Louis that nothing less than such 
use of the public school plant will check the dis- 
integration of home life and recreate the old- 
time rule of decent living in several of the so- 
cially blighted districts of this city. They are 
trying to save the homes from the inroads of 
the saloons and the brothels; to save the chil- 
dren from courses, wide open all around then, 
which lead not to social usefulness, but to shame 
and crime. 

No comfortable citizen, dwelling at a distance 
from such places, need conso’: himself with the 
conservative thought that maybe, after all, these 
men and women are “unduly excited;” they are 
not. They know precisely what they are talking

Private property shall not be taken for 
public use without just compensation. 
say the cold storage men, and they pro- 
pose to test the constitutionality of the 
cold storage act and meanwhile enjoin 
the State authorities from enforcing it. 
It is presumed that their able counsel 
have furnished this legal theory. Wheth- 
er that is so or not, it furnishes an emi- 
nent instance of the grotesque miscon- 
struction of the constitutional] provision. 

The same logic as this carried only to 
other topics would hold unconstitutional 
laws forbidding the sale of poisonous 
substances in food or drink staples; 
would prevent the legal destruction of 
property that has become a nuisance; 
would forbid the police officer to take 
away the pistol of the thug, and would 
paralyze the efforts to prevent conta- 
gious disease in livestock by killing ani- 
mals attacked by glanders or hog 
cholera. 

The parallel is most complete, how- 
ever, in the prohibition of the sale of 
other food articles that have become 
unfit for use. Is a decayed egg prop- 
erty? Perhaps it may be for some pur- 
poses, but the law holds that for use as 
food it has lost that character. 

The same issue was fought out when 
towns that wished to assume rank as 
modern cities undertook the task of abol- 
ishing cess pools in thickly settled locali- 
ties. Many people thought their property 
right invaded by that reform. Some 
cities still believe th&t their property 
rights entitle them to let thelr sewage 
run down hill into the streams, 

ARGENTINE BEEF IN HOLLAND, 
From the Daily Consular Reports. 

Several shops exclusively for the sgaie 
of Argentine beef have recently been 
opened in Amsterdam. The beef was 
not allowed to enter this country til 
after a careful Government investiga- 
tion, followed by Government consent. 
The Argentine meat sold in Amsterdam 
first passes through the city abbatoir, 
where it is inspected and given the ap 
proval mark if found worthy. 

The retail prices range from 12 to % 
American cents a pound, according ts 
the cut, which is about 30 per cent less 
than the prices of Dutch beef. People 
of small means are the principal cus- 
tomers of these shops, buy they are 
making special efforts to create a trade 
with the numerous pensions and res- 
tauranté of Amsterdam. The home pro- 
duction is usually sufficient for all the 
needs of this country.
